NEWS OF THE QUARTER. 





The past few months have been very prolific of new postage stamps, mainly owing 
to the admission of many of the minor States and Colonies, to the benefit of the Inter- 
national Postal Union. Among the more prominent additions to our stamp albums 
must be placed the postage stamps of Bosnia and HERZEGOVINA, the design of which 
is faithfully represented by our first illustration, the entire set being of one type, the 
only change being that of the numerals in the upper corners. The colors are as follows: 

1 kreuzer, slate. 3 kreuzers, green. 10 kreuzers, blue. 
» = yellow. - © rose. = * brown. 
25 kreuzers, violet. 


BraziL has completed its set by the issue of the following values, similar in appear- 
ance to the beautiful stamps already recorded. 
700 reis, red-brown, 1000 reis, slate. 


UnitrED StatTes.—The Unpaid letter series has been augmented by the addition of 
the following values of the same design and colors of the others of the set. 
10 cents, red brown. 30 cents, red brown. 50 cents, red brown. 


GREAT BRITAIN.—This most conservative of all stamp issuing countries, has at 
length changed the design of the time honored penny stamp; itis the first adhesive 
postage stamp ever issued ; it has lived to see the end of all its early companions, and 
after attaining to the extraordinary age of forty years it now takes its honored place 
among the obsolets. Probably there have been more millions of this stamp used than there 
have been thousands of any other. The new penny stamp consists of the profile of Her 
Majesty, Queen Victoria, to left on lined rectangular disk, POSTAGE above, ONE PENNY 
below, scrolls at sides, colored letters in corners. It is to be accompanied by a new 
issue of 1%, 144 and 2 p. which will probably be of the new design, while the 
colors of other denominations are being changed; thus far the following have been 
issued: 


1 penny, brown. 2% pence, pale blue. 2 shillings, brown. 
The following are announced: 
*g penny, green. 11g pence, light red. 2 pence, maroon. 


GUATEMALA.—The next illustration represents the design of one of the most beautiful 
stamps ever issued, and is employed on two values of this state—the bird represented is 
the national emblem of this republic. The values are:

PERU.—The very great depreciation of the paper currency of this country, has in 
duced its postal officers to sell the stamps only for silver, which fact, together with the 
news that the country bas been admitted into the Postal Union, is surcharged on the 
stamp as follows: UNION POSTAL UNIVERSAL PERU in oval band with PLATA with a 
dash above and below it in the centre, some of the colors have been changed, the set 
remaining as follows: 

1 centavo, green. 2 centavos, carmine. 5 centavos, blue. 
50 centavos, green. 1 sol, pink. 
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CuBa.—The type employed for the stamps of the Spanish Colonies this year is the 
same as used in the mother country in 1878, the difference consisting in the name with 
the addition of the date in some cases.

COUNTERFEIT ST. LOUIS STAMPS. 


In March, 1878, several 5-cent St. Louis stamps were submitted to us to determine 
their character, and after a careful investigation we pronounced them all counterfeits, 
executed with a skill and knowledge of the stamp business not heretofore displayed in 
concocting forgeries. We talked over the matter with the Hon. L. E. Chittenden, who 
was one of the intended victims of the swindle, and he promised that if we would photo- 
grapb the genuine and counterfeit stamps together, he would let us have the use of the 
counterfeit sent to him ; accordingly ir the April number of the AMERICAN JOURNAL OF 
PHILATELY, we stated that in the next number the St. Louis counterfeit would be ex- 
posed; however the months passed by without Mr. Chittenden redeeming his word 
which was explained in the December number. In the early part of last year we dis- 
covered that there was more than one dangerous imitation of this stamp on the market, 
and such was the skill with which they were handled, that it was a very difficult matter 
to purchase one in this country ; however we obtained one from Germany where it had 
been sent with some bogus locals—thus we became possessed of two of the set, but a 
third one still baffled our efforts to obtain possession of it, although we are now enabled 
to describe it along with the others. 

It was our original intention to photograph the entire set of genuine and counterfeit 
stamps together, and present them to the subscribers of the JouRNAL, but now that this 
paper is given away to twenty thousand collectors every quarter, we can scarcely be 
expected to go to this great additional expense—so we have done the next best thing, 
that is, to minutely describe all the set, genuine and counterfeit, while for the benetit 
of those of our readers who are buying high priced stamps we have had the set photo- 
graphed, consisting of one genuine 20-cent and all the 5c. and 10c. stamps, together with 


two counterfeit 5-cent stamps, nine in all, which will be sent on receipt of 24 cents. This 
we hope will be the means of preventing any more American collectors being swindled 
by counterfeit St. Louis stamps. 

! The St. Louis stamps were issued in 1846, before postage stamps 
were adopted by the U. 8. Government, they were engraved on copper 
by Mr. J. N. Kershaw, on the order of John Wymer, Posimaster of St. 
Louis at that time. The design is fully explained by the annexed cut, 
the five and ten cents being separately engraved each three times, mak- 
i" ing that number of varieties of each. ‘he twenty cent was issued

The stamps are printed in black on bluish paper, which it would appear is impossible 
to be matched now as all the counterfeits fai: in this particular. The originals however, 
are found on two thicknesses of paper. Even in such a simple matter as running a pen 
across a stamp to cancel it, there is always a difference between that done by an official 
and the carefully drawn stroke of the counterfeiter, which will always raise suspicion in 
the mind of an expert. If collectors would only learn to study their stamps, and always 
to ask advice (which is always cheerfully given), where they are not absolutely cer- 
tain, there would be fewer rogues making a living at their expense, and very few collec- 
tors would ever discontinue such a fascinating pursuit. 








Of other news interesting to philatelists, we have a very curious document handed 
to us by Mr. H. E. Stockwell. It is a circular dated June 15th, 1853, and was sent from 
the United States Post Office Department, to the different postmasters, and informs them 
that the department has issued stamped envelopes of the following values: 

‘Pursuant to the foregoing provisions, the Postmaster-General has authorized post- 
age stamp envelopes of the following descriptions, to be issued to postmasters for sale, 
viz.:— 

No.1, or note size, 434 by 27g inches, made exclusively of white paper, water- 
marked "..°.?» and the stamps of the denomination of three cents, representing the head 
of Washington, in profile, on a red field. 

No. 2, or letter size, 544 by 344 inches, made either of buff or white paper, of the 
yo water-mark, and the stamps of the denomination of three cents, being the same as 
on No. 1. 








No. 3, or official size, made either ot buff or white paper, of the same water-mark, 
and the stamps of the denomination of six cents, representing the head of Washington, 
in profile, on a green field. 

Letter size envelopes of the denomination of six cents, made of Buff or white paper, 
. the same water-mark, and the stamp of the same device and color as No. 3, are not to 

eissue . 

Also letter size envelopes of the denomination of twenty-four cents, made exclu- 
sively of white paper, of the same water-mark, and the stamp of the same device, on a 
pink field. 

The envelopes are to be sold to postmasters in your vicinity and to all other persons, 
for cash, at the following rates, viz, :— 

No. 1, or note envelopes, at one dollar eighty cents a thousand, or eighteen cents a 
hundred, in addition to the value of the stamps. 

No. 2, or letter size, at two dollars a thousand, or twenty cents a hundred, in addition 
to the value of the stamps. 

No. 8, or official size, at three dollars and twenty cents a thousand, or thirty-two 
cents a hundred, in addition to the value of the stamps. 

The postage stamps now in use will not be superseded by the stamped envelopes, 
but will continue to be used, as heretofore, by those who may prefer them.” 

We are also pleased to announce that the new edition of the /nternational Postage 
Stamp Album for 1880, is now ready. It includes spaces for all the stamps described in 
this quarter's budget, together with all those which were issued during the past years. 
It contains sixteen more pages than th¢ old edition, besides the spaces for new stamps 
which has been added to nearly every page. Altogether it is an attractive book, and a 
very useful one. Saying that it is the best Album in the market, is unnecessary, as the 
old edition contained more spaces, and was altogether a better book than the so-called 
1879 edition of the German Album, which was simply an old book with a few pages for 
new issues tacked on to the end, by which means, together with stealing half the title 
of the INTERNATIONAL, the importers hoped to impose it on the American public. They 
have found out by this time that it is not so easy to dupe collectors in this country. 


NUMISMATIC. 





The above beautiful illustration is taken from the pages of the (ein Collector's 
Journal, and in view of the Siamese King being about to visit this country in a U. S. 
war ship, will doubtless interest our readers, It is the first time that the portrait of an 
Asiatic ruler has been placed on a coin, but doubtless the present king, Chu-la-lon-kom I. 
has good reason for departing from the usual custom and placing his portrait on the 
coins ; our cut represents the largest of the set and is called a songbat—its value is 
about 1.20 of our money 

Our numismatic friends are having many opportunities to fill out their collec- 
tions at small cost. The numerous auction sales always giving large buyers an oppor- 
tunity to purchase at a moderate rate. Our publishers are distributing from two to 
three thousand catalogues of each sale, which are sent free to all intending purchasers, 
We w ould call collectors’ attention to the splendid cabinct advertised in another page. 
This is the first time amateurs have ever had the chance to get a well made receptacle 
for their coins at a moderate price. Such an article, as is now advertised, if equally 
well made, would usually cost double the amount, but these being manufactured in 
large quantities by the aid of fine ma hinery, are cheap, strong, and 3 handsome piece 
of furniture. If this should fall into the hands of any one not a subscriber to the Coin 
Collectors Journal, we would advise him to send for a copy at once, and then subscribe, 
for there is no doubt but that a collection of coins can be formed at half the cost, by any- 
one who carefully peruses its pages. It is very foolish for anyone to expect to make 
money out of any pursuit without first finding out what other people are doing in the 
same line. 

Several fine collections of coins are in the cataloguer’s hands, and will be sold at in- 
tervals of about three weeks. The first sale being that of Mr. G. Grunewald, the emi- 
nent artist of New York City. Catalogues are now ready. The sale will come off on 
the evening of April 12th. The coins will be on exhibition at the auction rooms on the 
day of the sale.

In the present state of knowledge concerning revenue stamps. it is simply impossible to make the book perfect, nor 
would it be advisable to do 80, if the necessary data were at hand, as the supply of these labels is, at present, very limited» 
which would in that case, make it impossible to fill the Album. Perhaps the greatest charm in collecting revenue stamps 
consists in the uncertainty and romance connected with it ; nearly every amateur having specimens in his album which are 
totally unknown to bis brother collectors, and there being no definite value or degrees of value yet established ; but. of 
course, this state of things is rapidly pas~ing away, and ere many years, or even months have elapsed, collectors will awake 


to the knowledge that they Lave some priceless rarities among their revenue stamps, which, perhaps, have only cost them 
two or three cents. 


Taking these facts into consideration, spaces have only been prepared for well-known and obtainable series of foreign 
revenue stamps ; but —— plentiful distribution of blank pages throughout the book, ample room has been secured for all 
iiscal stamps that may be acquired by the owner. In regard to the emissions of the United States the caseis very different, 
as nearly every American Philatelist is desirous of obtaining a complete set of the fiscal stamps of hisown country. 
Therefore great care has been taken to provide space for every stamp that bas ever been issued by our own yon with 
the exception of beer, spirit, and tobacco stamps, which it has been pronounced illegal to collect, but as large num ers do 
ccllect them, sufficient blank pages have been left fur their accommodation, and taking into consideration their large size.
